BEST KNOWN BY its acronym, TriBeCa, the 
Triangle Below Canal Street is home to some of 
the most coveted real estate in Manhattan. When 
residential pockets began to form in the neigh- 
borhood in the late 18th century, the area was 
referred to as the Lower West Side. Since then, 
the neighborhood has had many reincarnations, 
including its 19th-century transformation into

that beloved stuff — from bottle caps to buttons to blue-and-white 
Chinese export porcelains, and so, so, so much more — can bring to 
an interior, especially when it’s placed for greatest effect.

THOUGH SOMETIMES getting a bad rap for their narrow proportions, 
townhouses are one of New York’s most elegant housing options, the very word 
conjuring a bygone brand of sophistication. Arguing that dollar-for-dollar a 
townhouse was a better buy for his clients — a young couple with adolescent twin 
daughters — architect Inson Dubois Wood convinced them to turn their gaze 
away from glamorous high-rise penthouses and come back to terra firma. In 
short order they found a handsome 1920 specimen on a particularly attractive 
stretch of East 75th Street and proceeded to gut it. 

Of course. Wood couldn’t physically widen the building. But he could, he 
says, “create a space that’s fun to actually live in and has the lifestyle qualities of 
a loft,’’ making it at least feel more amply endowed from side to side than it was. 
His first step was to run a cantilevered open steel staircase with French white 
oak treads from basement to roof, where a new glass-box teahouse lets in natural 
light and sends it spilling down the entire stairwell. 

“We loved the idea of Hitchcock’s Rear Window," Wood also recalls, explain- 
ing his decision to replace the rear facade with glass, unwrapping it to the court- 
yard garden and welcoming in still more natural light. To mitigate overexposure, 
however, “We have four layers of window treatments — two rollers, a sheer and 
curtains — so you can decide what level of privacy you want.” continued^

OPPOSITE: From 
the Agape tub in the master 
bath, modern Carrara marble 
walls and Corian wainscoting 
provide a foil for a perfectly 
framed view of a Baroque-style 
church across the street. 


Enhancing the already airy feel, and also the owner’s art col- 
lection, the same Donald Kaufman shade of white used in Ga- 
gosian galleries across the world covers most walls. “It has 26 
pigments of white in it,” says Wood. “You really can feel that.” 
On selected surfaces, he brought in wood, but treated it inno- 
vatively. “It was a very intentioned idea to bleach the Macassar 
ebony in the living room and the wenge in the library,” he notes. 
The many-step process (both took multiple coats of high-gloss 
lacquer; the wenge was also cerused) imparted a luminosity not 
usually associated with these varieties, helping amplify light. 

“They are perfectionists,” observes the designer of his cli- 
ents. “So even though the whole thing reads as a unified com- 
position, you can look extremely closely and see that high level 
of detail. Everything is laser-perfect.” To wit: those wood treat- 
ments, with some 20 -plus different types of reveals, and recessed 
C-channels at the bottoms of walls to make them appear to float. 

Einally, Wood layered the interiors with custom rugs from 
Orley Shabahang and Carini Lang; lighting from Alison Berger, 
Lindsey Adelman and David Weeks; case and upholstered pieces 
from Promemoria; drapes from Romo, Donghia, and J. Robert 
Scott; and accent fabrics from Eortuny, Clarence House, and 
Christopher Hyland. The cumulative effect is one of bright mod- 
ern spaces softened with luxurious layers of comfort. And most 
happily, notes Wood, “It’s an ISVz-foot wide townhouse, but ev- 
eryone who comes in there thinks it’s a 25-footer.” seeresourcesm

THE HISTORIC DISTRICT OF 

NoHo is one of New York’s more in- 
timate, storied, and serene enclaves — 
rich in ornate buildings with marble, 
cast iron, limestone, and terracotta 
facades. Like SoHo just to the south, 
the neighborhood has long been a 
draw for creative types, such as inte- 
rior designer Shawn Henderson. For 
his first decade as a New York City 
resident, Henderson happily perched 
in the heart of NoHo, on Bleecker 
Street. So when clients approached 
him about doing their new three- 
bedroom, three-and-a-half-bath unit 
in 41 Bond Street, he eagerly accepted.

watched as 41 Bond — built from local- 
ly quarried bluestone to complement 
the area’s historic details — progressed. 
Having fallen in love with the neigh- 
borhood and needing a home for their 
new, young family, they were quick to 
buy their sun-lit condo, which encom- 
passes a generous 2,088 square feet. 

“They wanted a clean, sophisticat- 
ed space that still felt comfortable and 
livable,” says Henderson. He began 
by reforming the floor plan. “I didn’t 
want to do the typical layout that the 
space called out for,” says Henderson. 
Instead of the usual dining area, “I 
freed up a lot of wasted space by push- 
ing the dining table toward the window 
and designing a custom bench with an 
attached counter stool that serves as 
both a breakfast area and long stool for

The serene palette 
also allows the interesting lighting fix- 
tures to play a central role: in the living 
room, an Italian ebonized metal ceiling 
light from 1955; in the foyer, a geometric 
light fixture in brass by Bee Brittain; in 
the young son’s room, a drum-slat ceiling 
fixture from Mecox Gardens. 

The monochromatic tonalities cre- 
ate a particularly understated elegance 
in the master bath, with a sheer window 
treatment and a light fixture from Ochre. 
“By combining rich details and luxurious 
materials with the strong architectural 
forms of the building, these spaces feel 
warm, inviting, and slightly nostalgic,” 
says Henderson. “The finished result 
feels totally appropriate, like these spaces 
were always meant to be designed this 
way.”

NO AMERICAN WILL soon forget the 
date September 11th, 2001, but for two 
Manhattan executives, it resonates for 
another reason; it’s the day they bought 
their house.

As 
our videos and our team grew, we realized that using our restaurant 
kitchens wasn’t going to cut it if we really wanted to go further. I 
started to dream up my ideal studio kitchen that would also serve 
as a test kitchen and photo kitchen. A huge part of building a suc- 
cessful production company (for us) is making sure our videos are 
as visually satisfying as they are useful. We want the food to look

beautiful and we want viewers to enjoy those few minutes looking at 
their computer, phone or tablet screen as much as possible.” 

From long experience, Batali knows “how, spatially, I work 
best in a kitchen and in front of the camera. The most important 
feature and the heart of the kitchen is the center-cooking island, 
which is essential for shooting cooking shows.” No kidding. At 3 
feet by 13 feet, “the island is massive, yet elegant with its y4-inch 
thickness,” says Hitchcock. The extended quartz countertop by 
Caesarstone includes more than enough room for prep work and 
seating. “It has a honed finish so there’s no reflection when we 


film,” Batali explains, “but it feels so smooth and works excel- 
lently when rolling out pasta or pie crust.” 

Appliance-wise, the kitchen is Jenn-Air all the way, with a 
built-in double wall oven, a warming drawer, and two downdraft, 
four-burner, electric cooktops with duct-free downdraft ventila- 
tion.

THE SQUARE-PEG-ROUND-HOLE equation of limited 
space and almost-limitless possessions? That’s a classic design 
poser.

Their first steps 
involved refining the interior shell with finer finishes, custom 
windows, doors, upholstered walls (wool in the study, linen in the 
master bedroom), and custom cabinetry in the dining area and

With dark custom cabi- 
netry, custom window shutters, a Danish desk from the 1950s, a 
Serge Mouille table lamp, and taxidermy from the client’s private 
collection, they transformed the room into a man cave of a par- 
ticularly sophisticated kind. 

That clever containment allowed them to institute clean, un- 
cluttered, seriously stylish vistas in the open-plan living/dining 
area. There they went for the classic, modern mix — a well-edited 


group of contemporary designs, such as Christian Liaigre’s chairs 
and sofa, hand-blown floor lamps by Stephane Olivier, and a 
1950s Danish rosewood coffee table. That same spirit animates 
the dining area, which centers on the client’s own Danish dining 
room set from the 1960s and a chandelier by Luis Bustamante. In 
the linen-lined master bedroom, Villalobos and Desio designed 
yet another cabinet to house more of the client’s special trove. 

Throughout the apartment, the pair used a neutral palette, 
which puts the client’s collections in full view — and center stage.

ONE OF THE WONDERS of design is that it can make the seemingly 
impossible absolutely practical. Take, for example, this child-proof-by-day, 
elegant-for-evening, 2,200-square-foot Tribeca residence for a family with 
three young children. When the clients called in New York-based interior 
designer Kevin Dumais to help with the reinvention of their three-bedroom 
apartment, they had been living in the space for several years, recently had 
their first two children — twins — and, with their Brooklyn-based architect, 
Ben Herzog, were starting an architectural upgrade. On the agenda, says Her- 
zog, were reconfiguring the kitchen, reshaping closets, reducing a full bath 
to a powder room to create a better laundry, and redirecting the HVAC into 
the ceiling. Once Dumais came on board, the two designers worked closely in 
tandem to finesse spatial function and finishes (such as wide-plank oak floors 
and built-in cabinetry). Dumais then layered in the rest of the interior. 

Says Dumais about the recast kitchen: “It had to be elegant enough for night 
dining, but a daytime workhorse.” That it is, with a newly built-in bar area at 
one end, a landscaped terrace (running the length of the apartment), a cen- 
tral island, and plenty of storage. The heart of the room — the eat-in breakfast 
nook — incorporates a banquette built into a floor-to-ceiling wall of bleached 
walnut paneling that conceals a flat-screen TV. 

The living room, too, has multiple personalities, encompassing both a fam- 
ily-friendly-play area and a more formal furniture arrangement for entertain- 
ing friends. It does guest-room duty also, thanks to a wall-unit — continued^ 
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half chalkboard, half in cork, for the small set — that houses a Murphy bed. Dumais 
incorporated many of the clients’ existing pieces, and added upholstery forms to 
bring the mix up to date. The designer adds: “We kept it streamlined for the kids. 
Their more traditional pieces, the heirlooms, we put into storage.” 

In the master bedroom, Dumais admits he “went more romantic,” with an up- 
holstered bed by A. Rudin, dressed in a soft shades of gray, mauve, and blue. “The 
original room was under-furnished,” he says. “We brought it up to a more mature 
state, with wall-hanging drawers that run the whole width of the room and a huge, 
custom, drum chandelier that creates a canopy effect.” 

The goal, says Dumais, was to resolve that most contemporary of design para- 
doxes — a “modern interior with the warmth of a traditional environment.” With a 
predominately neutral palette, he’s clearly found the balance, see resources m
